THE REASON A YOUNQ GIRL GIVES 
FOR ATTEMPTED CRIME.

C hica go , June 20.—On June 
13 Mary 
Kleiner, a young girl 
19 years of age, wa* 
held to the criminal court by Justice K ear­ 
ney, of Evanston, for an attempt to poison 
the family of Michael Freerer, of Rose Hill 
Mrs. Freerer. who is Mary’s sister, wai th i 
first who suffered from the poison, which 
had been placed in soup prepared by 
Mary. 
When examined 
by 
a 
doctor, 
it 
was 
found 
that 
she 
bad 
put 
arsenic 
in 
the 
soup. 
Before 
going 
to live with the Frearers the accused had 
lived with her father, brother and a sister 
near Dubuque, Iowa, and the sudden death, 
unaccounted for at the time, of all of them, 
is now traced back 
to 
poison 
admin­ 
istered by 
the 
sister 
who 
tried 
to 
poison the Freerer family. 
Mary Klemer 
ha« been in the county jail since June 
13. 
Until 
Friday 
she had been very 
composed 
and 
reticent, 
refusing 
to 
say anything concerning the crime except 
that she was innocent of it 
Friday evening 
a lady friend visited her, and shortly after a 
Catholic Driest, and it is said she made to 
them a confession of her crimes. 
Soon after 
doing so she became so excited and hyster­ 
ical that chloral was administered to quiet 
her, and all Friday night she was very rest­ 
less and so oblivious to external matters as 
to be unable to give an intelligent answer 
to any questions asked her. In her con­ 
fession she admitted, it is claimed, that she 
had poisoned her family in Dubuque and 
also attempted the poisoning of the Freerer 
family. 
She bad to do it, she said, and 6he 
could not help it 
She bad no reason for 
taking their lives, except an impulse which 
« he could not control 
it is believed she 
herself took some of the arsenic she ad­ 
ministered to the others, and is now suffer­ 
ing from the effects of it 
Tbe girl’s record since leaviug Dubuque 
has been investigated, and it is said sho*’s 
that she has of late led a rather loose life. 
She would occasionally come to Chicago and 
remain here three or four days at a time, 
explaining her absence by saying that she 
was staying with friends. 
She was traced 
to the Grand Pacific and other places of 
unusual resort for girls in her station in 
life. 
Some people declare the girl is insane.

S p r in gfie ld , Ills., JuneSO,—Quinn’s anti­ 
convict labor bill was passed by tbe house 
Friday upon a reconsideration of the vote 
by which it was defeated Thursday. A bill 
to prohibit any unlicensed liquor vender

New Y ork, June 20.—The steamer Isere, 
bearing the great French gift of ‘'Liberty 
Enlightening the World,” was welcomed to 
New York Friday in a manner far exceed­ 
ing the expectation« of its most ardent 
friends. The day itself 
w m all that could 
be 
desired, and tbe pageant on both 
laud 
add 
water 
was 
one 
of 
the 
mote 
brilliant 
New 
York 
has 
wit­ 
nessed in many years. 
Lower 
Broad­ 
way at an early hour in the morning 
w m being put in readiness for the coming of 
the guests. The French tri-color, “blue to 
mate and blood to the last,” huug side by 
side with tbe tears and stripes, while bunt­ 
ing of every kind and color floated from 
almoet every building from the city hall to 
the Ba ttery . Crowds of people lined the 
curbe and filled the windows 
o’ the tall 
Broadway stores end Battery park was 
thronged. The bay was full of vessels of all 
kinds, all displaying 
yards of bunting, 
while in the lower bay the white-bulled 
Isere, her deck shaded by the French colors, 
w m tbe center of attraction. 
At 8 :30 a large crowd had assembled in 
front of tbe Wall street ferry whence the 
Atlantic w m to start with the city officials 
and tbs members of the various committees. 
It w m after 9 before she left the slip and 
headed down the harbor. 
Among the pas­ 
sengers were the board of aldermen, with 
Adolph L. Banger at their bead; Mayor 
Grace, Senator Evarts, the president of the 
American committee; Gen. Stone, and a 
host of New York and Brooklyn officials. 
The day was hot, and as the Atlantic made 
her way out into the harbor a light base 
hung over the water and tbe shores limiting 
the view and rendering indistinct tbe out­ 
lines of the distant shipping. The Minnesota 
w m soon descried at her moorings, below 
Governor’s island, dressed in gay bunting 
from mast-head to water-line. 
At 10:30 the 
Atlantic arrived in Gravesend bay. 
A GRAND SCENE. 
The sight was a novel and picturesque 
one. 
Far in toward the shore lay the Isere, 
while out in the channel were tbe Dispatch 
with Commodore Chandler and Secretary 
Whitney, the Omaha and La Flore. l'hey|were 
soon joined by tbe Powhattan. 
A crowd of 
excursion steamers and tugs clustered about 
tbe vessel which bore tbe status. 
Their 
trlp$$» deeltiPiPEre black with men and women, 
who flocked to the side from which tbe best 
view of tbe 
Isere 
could be 
obtained, 
until the vessels seemed on the point of cap- 
siting. The sailors of the Isere in white 
linen uniforrp with blue collars appeared on 
deck and waved their hats vigorously as 
they heard tbe strains of tbe French na­ 
tional air. Commander De Baum* appeared 
smiling, and bowing welcome to the city 
fathers. Tbe msyor and other gentlemen 
boarded the Isere, and an informal recep­ 
tion followed. 
THE FLEET IN MOTION. 
At 10:30 the flotilla was all assembled. It 
consisted wholly of steam craft 
By actual 
count there were forty-seven boats of all 
classes. The United States steamer Dis­ 
patch, bearing the broad pennant of Com­ 
modore Chandler, and having Secretary 
Whitney aboard, held the bead of the line, 
and at 10:45 o’clock 
the 
signal Hag 
to start was 
dipped. 
Twenty 
seamen 
manned the winch of the Isere, and her an­ 
chor was soon raised, and she returned the 
answering signal for the start. The Dis­ 
patch led the van. followed by the Pow­ 
hattan, Omaha and Alliance. 
The fn. Flore 
came next, and close to her rudder the 
Isere.

of Central Asia. 
Drawing bridle on the crest of one of 
those long, low swells that break at 
times tho gray unending sameness of 
the vast plains of Central Asia y ou see 
below y on a stream, sharply outlined 
against the surrounding desert by the 
dark belt of undergrowth fringing it. 
On the bank stand a dozen or more 
huge, pointed, dark-gray objects very 
much like gigantic 
“ dunce 
caps,” 
around which a number of slioep and 
cattle are feeding. 
The fortress-like 
Afghan hamlet, with its huge gray 
mud wall and narrow* sinister loop­ 
holes, behind which the low, flat-roofed 
earthen hovels huddle so closely to­ 
gether as barely to leave passage room 
between them, represents tho maraud­ 
ing shepherd of the East in his more 
advanced stage of fix ed residence in 
one spot, but still retaining enough of 
his guerrilla nature to regard every 
stranger as an enemy and to build 
every house like a fort. The light Tur­ 
coman tent of felt and saplings, set up 
or pulled down in a few* moments, ty p­ 
ifies the same man in his original char­ 
acter of a wandering herdsman, fly ing 
from his enemy or pouncing upon him 
with equal suddeness, swooping off 
with his booty :nto tho desert like ono 
of its own vultures, ever occupied with 
tho duties of finding grass and water 
for tho llocks and herds that formed 
his whole possessions, and of anticipat­ 
ing any foe who wished to cut his 
throat by cutting tho latter’s throat 
first. 
A shrill cry from a tall figure among 
them brings out of tho tents half a 
score of gaunt, sinewy fellows in w hite 
tunics and high caps of black sheep­ 
skin, handling, mechanically the spears 
and guns which they have snatched up. 
The Turcoman “ Beg” or chief (for 
such he is) greets y ou with a guttural

still bloody slieepkin and hands y ou an 
earthen jar of milk and a wooden 
spoon, licking tho latter clean 
as a 
special compliment. Should y ou arrive 
cn the day of unwonted plenty , which 
results from a camel’s death by ago or 
disease, y ou mav i refaco with tho blue, 
stringy meat a bowl of “ brick tea” with 
salt f< r sugar and rancid fat for cream. 
But despite all his bandit qualities, the 
Turcoman at home is not a bad fellow 
by any means.— A*etc Yo rk Times.

B E M A H K A B L E B A L L S .

If we are to place reliance on the 
novelets who b*ve described tho secret 
machinery of political events both in 
France and Italy , it is plain that from 
very early day s down to times so recent 
as that of the second French empire, 
balls and the making of history are to 
be closely associated. 
There is at least 
one ball, however, which has an undis- 
putablo claim to be regarded as histor­ 
ical. 
We refer to the tragic festival at 
which Gustavns III., king of Sweden, 
was killed by Gapt. Ankarstrom. 
This 
gloomy event took place at a masked 
ball held in the opera-house on March 
16, 179 2. 
The subject is one which has 
furnished materials for the operatic 
librettist, and two well-known operas, 
one by Auber, the other by Yerdi, have 
rendered the public familiar with the 
occurrence. 
It is needless to observe, 
however, that history has been a trille 
perverted in order to meet the require­ 
ments of the ly ric stage. 
Both in 
“ Gustave,” an d th e“ Balloin Maschera” 
love is made the pivot on which the 
tragedy turns, and the death of the 
king is ascribed to the vengeance of 
an injured lover and 
husband. 
In 
Verdi’s beautiful work we have indeed 
the King of Sweden (under the stupid 
disguiso of Bichard, duke of Boston) 
presented to us as a perjured friend 
and adulterer. 
Captain Ankarstrom, 
on the other hand, or Count Benato, as 
he is named in the opera, figures as a 
manly personage endowed with every 
virtue, whose crime positively appeals 
to sy mpathy . 
Though, of course, there 
is nothing in his story to show that 
Gustave III. made love to Captain An- 
karstrom’s wife, or that the assassina­ 
tion of the king w as connected with 
any thing more than political motives, 
it is certain, nevertheless, that Ankar­ 
strom showed himself most eager to 
perform the foul deed. 
IJ e w’as associ­ 
ated with three other conspirators,— 
Bibbings, 
Horn, and 
Pechlin,—and 
begged hard that tho task of putting 
an end to the king’s life might be com­ 
mitted to him. 
The rest, however, in­ 
sisted on lots being drawn, and by a 
remarkable coincidence it fell to the 
man who was most anx ious for the 
work, to accomplish it. 
That Ankar­ 
strom had some powerful reason for 
his hatred is sufficiently evident from 
tho manner in which he met his subse­ 
quent fate. 
Though publicly flogged 
on three successive day s and condemned 
to death, he bore his punishment with 
unflinching courage and composure, 
and mounted the scaffold rejoicing. 
A 
ball less terrible as regards the circum­ 
stances connected with it, y et quite as 
well remembered, is that given by tho 
Duchess of Iiichmond on tho eve of 
tho battle of "Waterloo. 
This gather­ 
ing took placo at Brussels, in the house 
in the line Boy ale nearest to tho old 
Port do Schaerbeek. and was attended 
by tho Duke of Wellington, 
who, 
though presenting on that occasion a 
cheerful countenance, knew* alone of 
tho morry throng assembled, that tho 
scene of gay ety which he was behold­ 
ing would be suddenly changed for one 
of fearful carnage and strife on the 
field of battle. 
The event celebrated 
in verse by By ron is, however, so famil- 
liar to all, that more than tho briefest 
allusion to it is unnecessary . 
In the 
gossiping pages of the dairy of Samuel 
Lepva* accounts of several remarkable 
balls aro to bo found. 
On ono occa­ 
sion it seems that the “ Merry Monarch” 
startled his courtiers in tho middle of 
their dancing by bundling Lady Ge­ 
rard, wife of Charles Lord Gerard of 
Brandon, out of the room. 
Tho lady , 
it appears, had displeased the sovereign 
by speaking ill of “ my lady Castle- 
maine” to tho queen, and provoked, in 
consequence, a passionate outburst of 
anger on his part, which led to her for­ 
cible ex pulsion. 
Other scandals aro 
also related by Pepy s, but they are of 
such a gross chareter that their produc­ 
tion in those columns would not be 
decorous. 
It was at a ball, if wo are 
not mistaken, that Lord Townshend 
and Sir Bobert Walpole proceeded to 
personal abuse, and seized each otner 
by the collar. 
Macaulay tells us that 
“ tho women squalled and the men 
parted tho combatants.” 
By friendly 
intervention the scandal of a duel l>e- 
tweon cousins, 
b» others-in-law, 
old 
friend-, and colleagues was prevented, 
but Lord Townshend after this natur­ 
ally declined to form part of Walpole’s 
ministry , ami retired to repose among 
las tries and pictures at 
Bainham. 
Among balls attended by out-of-the- 
way circumstances is to be included 
the ball masque given by Anderson, 
“ the wizard,” at Covent Garden thea­ 
ter in lisa*. 
Scarcely hod the ball 
come to rn end when tlfe theater was 
discovered to l e in flames, and was, a 
few hours luter, completely destroy ed.

CONVICTS’ SIGNALS. 


MOW PRISONER3 IN SOLITARY CON’ 
FINEMENT COMMUNICATE. 


The Secret of *‘ Seadln« the Mall** Through 
Water Pipe«—Jack Canter*• System of 
Communication Between Prti- 
■f 
oner»—Another Schema. 


[Philadelp hia Time».] 
During the p ast twenty year» Tarlotw 
means have been devised by which the con­ 
victs could communicate with each other 
and keep p osted as to the movements of the 
criminal classes and their enemies. The 
first and best known was that of “sending 
the mail.” The convict who first introduced 
the scheme was not in solitary confinement, 
and was emp loyed in the shoe factory. 
He 
had occasion to send a communication to a 
“solitary” p risoner, confined in a cell in the 
same corridor. While at work he contrived 
to manufacture 
a square, 
waterp roof, 
leather box, in which he enclosed a message 
scratched on a thin strip of 
leather. 
H e 
then 
secured 
a 
quantity 
of 
shoe 
thread and concealed the box and thread 
on hi 9 
p erson. 
T ha t night he carefully 
m easured the w idth of his cell, and w ith 
this inform ation was able to calculate to an 
inch the distance to his fellow -convict’s cell. 
H e then a ttached his thre a d to the box and 
m easuring off the exa c t d istance to his com ­ 
p anion’s cell, fastened ihe o ther end to a 
knob an d dep osited the box in the sew erag 
p ip e ru n n in g thro u g h all of the cells. 
I 
the m orning a stream of w ater is tu rn ed on 
in this p ip e in o rd er to flush it and this 
stream of w ater carried the box to the lim it 
of the string, w hich bro u g ht it d irectly un 
d er the tra p in the convict’s cell for w hom 
it was designed. 
The m essage w as read 
an d then throw n back into the p ip e, thro u g h 
which it traveled to the sewer and thence 
into the D elaw are. 
The com m unication contained 
a well 
formed scueme of escap e, w hich was at* 
tempted, 
but 
fru strated . 
The secret of 
“ sending the m ail” leaked out, how ever, and 
a fte r tha t and-up to the p resent d ay m any 
such 
m ail-bags 
have traveled dow n the 
sew age p ip es of the eastern and other p eni­ 
tentiaries and plans of some successful and 
many unsuccessful schem es to escap e have 
been com m unicated from cell to cell in this 
way. 
JAC a c ant e r ’s system . 
The cred it of the invention of the m ost 
p erfect system of com m unication betw een 
p risoners confined in one in stitu tio n belongs 
to Ja c k C anter, a t one tim e the m ost exp ert 
co u n te rfe iter in the U nited S tates if n o t in 
the world. 
He cam e from South C arolina 
and was educated in P aris as a p hysician. 
He a fte rw a rd learned the a r t of engraving 
a n ! then tu rn ed o u t as a p rofessional coun­ 
terfeiter. 
He has since reform ed, and is 
now earn in g an honest living u n d er a dif­ 
ferent nam e in New York city. 
While undergoing a sentence in the e a st­ 
ern p en iten tiary be invented a system of 
teleg rap hy w ith an alp habet sim ilar to tha t 
invented by 
Morse. 
He found m eans 
of 
teaching his alp habet to som e of his fellow 
convicts and in the course of a few m onths 
it was know n to alm ost every convict un­ 
dergoing a long sentence. 
Those w ho were 
released ta u g ht the system to crim inals then 
on the outside of the walls, and in course of 
tim e the up p er s tra ta of the crim in al fra te r­ 
nity becam e exp ert telegrap hers. The wires of 
this novel telegrap h line consisted of the gas 
and w ater p ip es w hich p ass thro u g h every 
cell in the va st institution. 
T hey are e x­ 
cellent conductors of sound, and by m eans 
of » harp rap s on the p ip es w ith a p iece of 
metal or even the knuckles, 
an exp ert 
“ operator” could easily and quickly send a 
message to a fellow -p risoner whose cell was 
not fa r d is ta n t 
If he wished to com m uni. 
cate with a m an in an o ther co rridor his 
m essage p assed along from one cell or “re ­ 
lay statio n ” to another, un til it reached its 
destination. 
Every convict of an y note had 
(and has) his “call,” the sam e as op erators 
along any telegraph lino. 
THE SECRET DIVULGED. 
The sy stem was divulged by its inventor 
v a prison inspector and the convicts now 
tind it difficult to send any important mes­ 
sage, us the prison officials now understand 
the alph i bet as wall as the operators them- 
selves. Tuey are still able, however, to koep 
each other posted on tho movements of 
noted criminals and the general criminal- 
topic.-* of the day . 
When a prisoner is dis 
charged or a new convict 
brought in the 
fact is immediately tolegraphod around. 
A n e w urrival, if he is into tho secret, 
“ wires” the news of the outside world to the 
1 risoners on the inside, and when a man is 
discharged be generally takes with him a 
number of “ telegraphic” message.* to outside 
friends of the convicts.

Another means of communication era- 
ploy ei by tho convicts was recently liscov- 
, re’l in a j euitentiary in a neighboring 
•t.ite. 
Two men, sentenced together to

.he aid of a piece of wire, jacked the plaster 
out between tw > stones in the wall between 
the cells. 
During the day be replaced the 
m rtur with crumbs of bread. In the course 
td u few weeks he bored a bole through to 
the adjoining cell, and every night hold a 
, unvers ition with his partner in crime. The 
latter in turn bored a hole through too nex t 
partition wall, and in the course of time uli 
( f the prisoners on that » orridor were in 
communication with each other, and a plan 
< f escape was hatched out, but frustrated 
jus: before it was to bo put in ex ecution.

Smith has been engaged fo r the year, but 
as the parties who o bjected to the actio n 
o f the directo rs were determined to put a 
pro test in print we deem it bnt just there 
sho uld be published an answer to “ A 
No rth Sider,” and that reply appears in 
this issue. This will end the discussio n 
in this paper unless we are induced by 
so me go o d reaso n o r unfo rseep circum­ 
stance to change our mind in that regard-

Side Tro uble.— A 
Wo rd fo r Pro f. E. C. Smith.

F or t he E v ening T e l e gr ap h : 
A writer under the n o m d e p lu me 
of 
“North-Sider” has considered it his duty, 
as he claims, to putin an objection to the 
employment of Professor E. C. Smith as 
teacher in the North Dixon’school. The 
other side of that question is promised 
the readers. Here is a brief statement in 
a feeble way. Professor Smith was prin­ 
cipal of the Dixon School twenty-one 
years. During that time (except, perhaps, 
the closing few months as will be explain­ 
ed) the Dixon High School was consider­ 
ed by educators throughout the State, 
and in the west, as a model school; and it 
was frequently referred to as such in ed­ 
ucational journals. There are few men 
in the State of Illinois who stand higher, 
as educators, than .ProfessorgB. C. Smith. 
He has frequently been called from Dixon 
to conduct teachers Institutes in other 
counties of the State. 
During all his 
work of twenty-one years as teacher there 
was nev er made any serious complaint 
against him by the patrons of the school, 
until a director appeared in the School 
Board who made complaint that Profess­ 
or Smith was teaching too much. That 
is to say, there was a complaint entered 
against grading the school as high as 
Professor Smith had placed it. 
Professor 
Smith had ev en been teaching Latin, 
which was, according to tliq notion held 
by the director to whom we refer, an out­ 
rage. The director did not wish his 
children to hav e so much “lamin,” and 
by diligent work, that director succeeded 
in securing the election of a majority of 
directors who would agree with him 
in hav ing less knowledge taught; and the 
grade of the school was lowered. The 
people of the city hav e not probably for­ 
gotten that at sev oral elections of direc­ 
tors, when it was rumored that an effort 
would be made to oust Professor Smith, 
that he was sustained by ov erwhelming 
majorities. The writer of this remembers 
these struggles for a good school. How­ 
ev er, through the interference of the di­ 
rectors the Dixon High School was at 
last depriv ed of the splendid reputation 
it had long held throughout the State as a 
model graded school, and Professor Smith 
was so interfered with in his good work 
that he, through self respect, and pride 
in his profession, resigned. His resigna­ 
tion was regretted by nearly ev ery parent 
who knew enough to know a good school 
from a poor one. Almost ev ery scholar 
who attended Mr. Smith’s school and who 
has now arriv ed at mature age, will say 
that Professor Smith was and is one of 
the most accomplished educators of the 
West. 
Such witnesses are competent 
and they can be found to-day as promi­ 
nent young Lawyers, Doctors and busi­ 
ness men in many of the growing cities 
of Nebraska, Dakota and other states of 
the west. They w;” tell you that Pro­ 
fessor Smith always preserv ed good order 
and discipline ia his school and that his 
influence was always most excellent upon 
the scholars. The statements to the con­ 
trary by “Norih-Sider” are v ery easily 
made, but it would be hard to substantiate. 
The scholar» he taught hav e, many of 
them, grown to man- and woman-hood; 
ask them,for there are many here with us, 
and you will find that they do not agree 
with “North Sider.” Ask any prominent 
eitizerf of Dixon whose children attended 
his school and they will tell you that Pro­ 
fessor Smith’s influence upon their child­ 
ren was always good; that his school was 
orderly, and one of the best in the State, 
and there was no such complaint against 
him as has been stated. 
He is now in the 
prime of life, and with his ripe experience 
and thorough knowledge as an educator; 
with the intelligent Board of school direc­ 
tors that he has to co-operate with him 
in harmony, North Dixon will enjoy all 
the splendid experience she has enjoyed 
under that of Professor Webster, of hav ­ 
ing as fin« a school as there is in the 
State. 


There are many things that contribute 
to make dull times all ov er this country. 
We are between seed time and harv est, 
and nothing definitely or approximately 
can be known as to the crops. The peo­ 
ple are all busy and are not inclined to 
buy until they know what they will hav e 
to pay with. The unsettled condition of 
affairs in Europe forbids any calculation 
to be made on our trade with that country, 
and eyerybody is running along with just 
steam enough to keep up with the neces 
sities of the times. 
A new administra­ 
tion has just been installed in power un­ 
der the auspices of a party that has had 
but a negativ e influence in the gov ern­ 
ment for a quarter of a century. It can 
not be said to hav e any defined policy on 
many questions that affect material and 
business interests, and nothing will be 
known as to ita po licy fo r the next six 
months. 
Here again uncertainty plays 
hav oc with the spirit of enterprise. The 
feeling is more than one of uncertainty, 
and approximates apprehension. 
The 
last experience with the Democratic party 
was unfortunate te the country. It has 


nev er been a party that has taken much 
interest in material matters or in behalf 
of business or labor. It has been purely 
a political party, dev oted to carrying elec­ 
tions and in maintaining domination in 
the gov ernment. Since Jackson’s presi­ 
dential terms it has not been a financier 
with any success. While its members are 
div ided on the tariff, currency and hank­ 
ing, the bulk, the controlling clement, Is 
wedded to old and effete ideas. Perhaps 
there are progressionists enough in the 
party to check any retrogressiv e steps. 
Whether this be so or not, one thing giv es 
the country confidence, and that is the 
senate is so decidedly and ably republican. 
This high body will prev ent any rev olu­ 
tionary policy being carried into effect, 
but it can not compel the passage of any 
measures of adv ancement. It is a conso­ 
lation to know that nothing positiv ely 
harmful can be perpetrated. If the senate 
can not accomplish any affirmativ e good 
it can defeat positiv e wrong.

CONDENSED NEWSl 


The appearance of the sev enteen year 
locusts in v arious parts of the country 
has led to many remarks among our citi­ 
zens as to the probability of their appear­ 
ing in the v icinity of Dixon. An inquiry 
among the older citizens will, howev er, 
dev elope the fact that this is not our year 
for the locusts. The first appearance here 
of the sev enteen year locusts, as remem­ 
bered by many of our people, was in 18 5 4 
when the Illinois Central railroad was be­ 
ing constructed through Lee county. The 
second appearance was in 18 71. Those 
who were here at that date will well re­ 
member the scorched appearance of the 
oak grov es, east of town; due to the lo­ 
custs. Our next v isitation of the locusts 
will be due in 18 8 8 , and no doubt wc shall 
see them with us promtly at that date. 
Judging from the dispatches in the Chi­ 
cago papers many localities v iew the ap­ 
pearance of these insects with dread, sup­ 
posing them to be dangerous to crops. 
The facts are that excepting as a tempo­ 
rary damage to the foliage of some v arie­ 
ties of trees the locusts are entirely harm­ 
less. 


—Few things are more fascinating in 
their way to many students than a study 
of the subterranean history of man, wheth­ 
er in cav es or in mounds, whether it be to 
corroborate written history, or to take 
testimony that ante-date all writing.

Knox giv es a brief but interesting sketch 
of the progress of European influence in 
Asia. The other articles are one by Gail 
Hamilton on Prohibition in practice, and 
oue by Rev . Dr. C. H. Park hurst on the 
decline of Christanity. These with the 
batch of free hand Comments, make up a 
number of unusual interest. If the allot­ 
ted age of man were sufflciant for a magaz­ 
ine we might hav e to part here with an old 
friend; for the R e v ib w has just completed 
its sev entieth year. But outwardly it re­
